« | An artiele appeared recently in a San Francisco newspaper. on 
‘-working girls and small wages, in which the writer suggested that 
hiustead of convincing working girls that they cannot live on the 
‘small salaries they receive, they should be taught how to get along 
_cgntentedly on those salaries. 

That is just what shouldn’t be done. There isn’t any logical 
‘reason for paying girls less than what their male co-evals are paid. 
‘There isn’t any reason for paying girl department store clerks $6 
e week when it is a difficult matter to get along on two or three times 

_ that -much. 
. The girls know it. Théy don’t have to be convinced. But many 
of them, the majority, accept the knowledge passively. If the ma- 
Jority continues passive the wages will most certainly remain the 
same. If they talk it over among themselves, if they try to organize, 
if they are militantly DISCONTENTED with their lot, their wages 
will eventually have to go up. 

There are. some people that are always afraid that too much 
will be told the workers. Their attitude is that perhaps the working 
people are entitled to more than they are getting, but that it isn’t 
jast the time to let theth' know it, that it is dangerous to foster dis- 
content among them, 

» Those. people should calm their fears. It is hard to start active 
discontent. Men that are paid low wages and who work long hours 
are generally too hard pressed to stop and ask themselves why they 
should produce so much and get so little. 
ae. To arouse them. the labor press of the country has sprung up. 
Tt has grown amazingly. , In-every state and almost every city there 
is one or more labor papers. 

People like the writer of the advice to the working girls mix 
terms. They mean SUBMISSION when they say content. And when 
‘tthe labor man says discontent he means LIFE. There is no such 
thing as constructive contentment. But there certainly is such a 

ing as constructive discontent. 

- Contentment is stagnation. Had our forefathers been content 
we would still be living in caves, or wherever else the first men 
lived. 

Contentment is a pleasant little hoax at best.
